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NORTH CHESHIRE COUNTY HOME HEALTH SERVICE 


This visiting nurse program has been organized for three years and 
has made the services of a registered professional nurse available to the 
Towns of Gilsum, Marlow, Stoddard, Sullivan and Surry. 


Mrs. Edith Hasbrouck, R. N. has provided home nursing care ordered 
bya physician, guidance in general health practices, visits to mothers of 
new-born babies, and help with the use of community resources. There is 
also available a qualified physical therapist. 


At present a Child Health Conference is scheduled one morning each 
month with Dr. Gilbert Fuld, Pediatrician from Keene Clinic, as attending 
physician. Appointments are made by Mrs. Hasbrouck for parents to bring 
their pre-school children for immunizations, vision, hearing and dental 
screening, and health education. So far every appointment has been kept 
which have meanth some busy mornings. Volunteers are needed for various 
kinds of assistance at these Conferences. 


Nursing care visits have increased from 307 in 1970 to 327 in 1971, 
divided among the towns as follows:

Marlow 85 
Stoddard ° 65 
Sullivan 28 
Surry _48 
TOTAL SPA 


Residents of these towns are beginning to become more acquainted 
with the service, as nursing care visits have incr2ased in recent months. 
We are certified to serve Medicare patients, and have set a nominal fee for 
others, while no one is refused care because of inability to pay. 


Presently a county-wide group is meeting to look into the possibility 
of coordinating agencies to provide better service and coverage, and an 
attempt to serve those towns that do not now have any service available. 


We have been conducting our third annual membership drive, which 
helps in part to meet our budget. A grant of Federal and State Funds has 
helped us get started and will keep the service in operation until June 30, 
1972. After that date, there is no money available except membership fees 
and what the towns appropriate at the Town Meetings. Our total annual 
budget is about $5000.00. We are asking each townto contribute at the rate 
of $1.35 per capita in order to keep this service available.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission met and elected officers in May. At 
this time the enabling act was discussed. Among the possible projects sug- 
gested was the grading and seeding of the village green. The grading was 
accomplished during the summer and it was seeded in the fall. 


During the foliage season, a survey was made of our back roads with 
the possibility in mind of designating certain sections as scenic roads to 
protect their antiquity. 


Early in the winter, a representative from the Army Corps of Engin- 
eers, in charge of environmental planning met with the Commission to 
discuss coordination of plans for wider environmental use of government 
property. 


The Commission feels that, although the town owns little land, there 
are many avenues for improvement through the joint efforts of the existing 
organizations. Meetings are held at the Surry Fire House, at 7:30 p.m. on 
the third Monday of every month. The public is invited.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden and District Chief 
LEST WE FORGET — IT CAN HAPPEN HERE 


Disastrous forest and brush fires that destroy hundreds of homes 
are more prevalent on the west coast with their dry seasons and strong 
dry hot winds but 25 years ago this fall is the anniversary of a disaster 
that devastated large areas of northern New England leaving villages 
in ashes with rows of cellar-holes and chimneys in a number of summer 
vacation home locations. Many lives were lost on that destructive day 
of October 23, 1947 nothing could stop the wind driven flames. 


It is true that such conditions are unusual for New Hampshire but 
they happened once, they can happen again. The fuel for fires is all 
around us. All it takes is a firebrand. Only by cultivating a habit of 
carefulness with fire at all times can we meet the challenge of protec- 
tion when dry conditions prevail. Please let these reminders be your 
guide: 


1. Never, either when walking, riding or driving, discard a fire- 
brand — a lighted match or a glowing cigarette. 


2. Always obtain a permit for any outside burning. The burning 
of household rubbish is not permitted if your town has rubbish 
collection. Burning of grass or garden litter can be dangerous. 
See your warden first. 


3. If you camp or picnic, be sure open fires are allowed and if 
they are, put them DEAD OUT when leaving. 


4. MOST IMPORTANT — Instruct your children in the daha of 
the lighted match. A lighted match and dry grass or forest 
litter is a dangerous combination which leads to destructive 
loss and can lead to tragedy. 


The past year — 1971 — was a favorable year for the control of 
fires. There were too many fire starts in some towns. We thank those 
who remembered and ask others to heed Smokey’s message.
